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Mr.  Chairman,  Cadies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1938.  There 
was  no  particular  feature  of  Public  Health  interest  during 
the  year,  except  the  discontinuance  of  our  Isolation 
Hospital  and  an  arrangement  for  our  infectious  diseases  to 
be  accommodated  at  Northallerton  Isolation  Hospital. 
There  were  more  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  than  in  the  year 
before,  mostly  scattered  throughout  the  district,  although 
in  one  case  there  was  a  small  epidemic  on  the  border  of  our 
district.

I  beg  to  present  my  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspection 
in  the  Area  during  the  year  1938. 

Mr.  White,  the  Council’s  Housing  Inspector,  is  sub¬ 
mitting  his  report  in  the  Section  under  Housing  hut  to 
avoid  duplication  we  have  included  for  all  works  carried 
out  under  “  Sanitary  Inspections  of  the  Area.” 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

The  inspection  of  water  supplies  received  much 
attention  during  the  year.  In  all  73  samples  of  water  were 
collected  and  submitted  for  both  chemical  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination.  17  of  these  were  in  respect  of  the 
Council’s  water  undertakings  and  the  remainder  of  private 
supplies. 
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32  private  supplies  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes,  and  in  some  cases  such  unfit  wells  were  cleaned 
out,  repaired  and'  made  satisfactory,  and  in  other  new 
supplies  were  provided.  Where  piped  water  was  available 
the  persons  concerned  availed  themselves  or  were  required 
to  lay  on  piped  water  in  lieu  of  remedying  unsatisfactory 
well  water  supplies. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Knayton  Water 
Supply  was  found,  on  analysis,  to  be  unfit  for  drinking,  the 
Analyst  stating  that  there  was  recent  pollution  of  an 
otherwise  satisfactory  supply  as  suggested  by  the  results. 
The  analysis  bad  been  made  as  precautionary  measure 
owing  to  much  discolouration  in  the  water. 

This  matter  has  since  been  remedied  by  re-impounding 
the  Spring,  and  so  constructing  the  pipes  supplying  the 
service  reservoir  as  to  prevent  any  risk  of  surface  water 
pollution. 

During  the  period  that  such  repair  works  were  in 
progress  the  water  in  the  reservoir  was  chlorinated  twice 
daily,  so  as  to  ensure  a  safe  supply  to  the  consumers. 

There  are  now  19  villages  in  the  Area  not  provided 
with  piped  water  supplies,  some  of  these  villages  are  of  such 
small  rateable  value  or  available  piped  water  not  in 
reasonable  proximity  to  allow  economic  water  schemes 
being  formulated  at  present,  but  a  scheme  is  under 
consideration  for  a  piped  supply  to  another  village,  such 
supply  being  available  as  an  extension  1  rom  the  Thirsk  and 
District  Water  Company’s  mains.  This  supply  was  found 
to  be  necessary  owing  to  adverse  reports  on  the  public  well 
supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Although  sewage  tanks  and  ditches  at  present  serve 
most  of  the  villages  in  the  area  for  sewage  disposal,  with 
the  advent  of  piped  water  supplies  and  the  consequent 
demand  of  sanitary  accommodation  comparable  to  the 
town  dweller  the  time  is  not  far  distant  for  the  necessity  of 
small  sewage  disposal  works  and  in  many  cases  improved 
sewers. 

During  the  Year  108  sewage  tanks  were  cleaned  out 
and  17  ditches  cleansed  so  as  to  prevent  nuisance. 

The  Sewer  at  White  Mare  Corner,  Thirsk,  was  extended 
to  include  parts  of  York  Road  and  Sutton  Road  in  view  of 
future  development.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

No  extension  has  been  made  to  the  Area  for  which  the 
Council  undertake  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house

The  refuse  (except  the  contents  of  cesspools!  is 
collected  by  one  motor  vehicle  under  the  direct  control  of 
the  Council  and  is  disposed  of  by  incineration  at  the 
Council  s  Incinerator  Plant  erected  in  1932.  This  Plant 
consists  of  a  single  cell,  front  fed  type  of  furnace,  provided 
with  fan  blast  driven  b}7  a  small  engine. 

„  j  ^  contents  of  cesspools  are  pumped  into  sludge  carts 
and  the  filth  disposed  of  on  agricultural  land  for  manorial 
purposes. 

House  refuse  is  also  collected  by  contract  in  one 
village  in  the  Area,  and  in  other  villages,  tins,  bottles  and 
other  incombustible  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  bv 
tipping.  y 


Trade  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  the  shops 
and  other  premises  in  Thirsk  and  Sowerby  by  arrangement 
a  small  charge  being  made  for  this  service.  The  collected 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  burning  where  practicable.

10  cowsheds  were  re-constructed  and  made  satisfactory 
for  the  production  and  sale  of  milk,  2  cowsheds  repaired 
also  3  outbuildings  were  provided  as  can  and  cooling  houses. 

3  milk  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination — these  were  collected  from  the  morning’s 
milkings  at  dairy  farms  where  ungraded  milk  was  produced. 

Each  of  the  samples  conformed  to  the  prescribed 
standards  for  clean  raw  milk. 

There  is  no  pasteurized  milk  sold  or  produced  in  the 
district. 

No  complaint  has  been  made  as  to  the  wholesomeness 
of  the  milk  or  butter  produced  or  sold  in  the  area. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order,  1936  and  1938. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

337  inspections  of  slaughterhouses,  shops,  etc.,  have 
been  made  during  the  Year  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  and  the  Council’s  Byelaws,  also  21  visits  to 
farms  and  other  premises  to  inspect  ‘‘emergency” 
slaughtered  animals.  One  of  these,  a  heifer  carcase,  was 
suspected  Anthrax,  which  I  reported  to  the  Police  and  the 
County  Veterinary  Officer  in  accordance  with  the  Diseases 
of  Animals  Acts. 

There  are  19  slaughterhouses,  9  being  in  Thirsk  and  10 
in  the  district.  There  is  no  Public  slaughterhouse.
